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It  was  midsummer  in  a  great  city. 
Day  after  day  the  sun  had  glared  un- 
mercifully upon  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city,  and  even  when  he  hid  his  fcaee 
below  the  western  horizon, he  left  his 
hot  breath  upon  street  and  boulevard 
alike,  and  the  very  breezes  seemed  sur- 
charged with  his  heat.  The  city  seem- 
ed to  afford  no  relief  anywhere  from 
his  intense  warmth.  Thoughts  of  the 
seashore  and  longings  for  the  moun- 
tains came  to  me  over  and  over,  only 
to  be  stifled  by  the  overwhelming 
thought  of  our  slender  income,  scarce- 
ly sufficient  to  meet  the  daily  wants 
of  nay  widowed  mother  and  myself. 
As  the  days  wore  on  my  heart  became 
more  and  more  heavy  as  I  noticed  the 
effects  which  the  heat  was  having 
upon  my  mother.  One  day  I  chanced 
to  pick  up  a  little  pamphlet,  and  as 
I  perused  it  my  surprise  and  joy  must 
have  been  depicted  on  my  counte- 
nance, for  mother  said,  "What  good 
news  have  you  there,  daughter?"  4"It 
is  only  a  little  surprise  I  am  planning 
for  you,"  I  replied.  Busily  and  cheer- 
ily I  worked  all  day,  and  having  made 
all  needed  preparations,  the  evening 
found  my  mother  and  I  speeding  away 
on  the  train  toward  the  north.  I  had 
not  come  suddenly  into  the  possession 
of  a  fortune,  nor  had  I  heard  of  the 
whereabouts  of  a  gold  mine;  but  I  had 
ascertained  from  the  circular  which  I 
had  chanced  to  pick  up  that  within  a 
few  miles  of  the  city  of  St,  Louis 
there  was  one  of  the  most  delightful 
and  at  the  same  time  one  of  the  most 
inexpensive  summer  resorts  imagin- 
able— Piasa  Chautauqua.  After  about 
an  hour's  ride  we  alighted  at  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  spots  which  it  had 
ever  been  my  pleasure  to  behold,  al- 
though I  had  traveled  quite  extensive- 


ly. In  front  of  us  stretched  a  luxuriant 
valley,  dotted  here  and  there  with 
tents  and  cottages,  while  on  either  side 
and  as  far  as  eye  could  reach  rose  huge 
bluffs  and  precipitous  crags.  The  rays 
of  the  sinking  sun  crowned  the  hills 
with  glory,  and  the  whole  scene  was 
reflected  in  the  clear  waters  of  the 
Mississippi.  Ere  long  we  were  en- 
sconced in  a  neat  and  comfortable  lit- 
tle cottage,  and  the  nightfall  brought 
breezes  so  cool  that  we  were  able  to 
sleep  with  comfort  under  blankers. 
Nor  Avas  our  pleasant  impression  of 
Piasa  dispelled  even  when  the  King 
of  Day  rose  in  all  his  majesty  ana 
power,  for  the  trees  afforded  abundant 
shade  and  the  cool  breezes  swept  down 
the  valley,  refreshing  as  it  went.  What 
beverage  was  ever  more  delicious  than 
the  cold,  crystal  water  which  gushed 
from  the  picturesque  spring  on  the  hill- 
side! We  also  discovered  to  our  de- 
light that  Piasa  was  not  only  a  place 
of  recreation  for  the  body,  -but  that  its 
Chautauqua  afforded  refreshment  for 
the  mind  and  food  for  the  soul.  Not  a 
day  passed  without  some  notable  lec- 
ture, some  eloquent  discourse,  some 
scientific  display,  some  musical  treat 
or  some  delightful  diversion  of  that 
kind.  The  Sabbath  was  devoted  ex- 
clusively to  religious  services,  and 
words  fail  to  describe  the  peace  and 
rest  of  a  Sabbath  spent  at  Piasa.
